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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while "pin and 
slot" type connections for attaching a bed panel to a bed post, are well known (note 
PTO 892), the crowded prior art fails to teach the very specific connection means of 
claim 1, especially the retainer (72) with the pair of resilient arms, that cooperates with 
base plate 71 .
